Wherever you Intend to 
go: be it a hike, a day’s 
outing, or an overnight 
campout, always keep in 
mind the safety of yourself 
and others. The following 
rules compiled by the Sierra 
Madre Search and* Rescue 
team through years of ex¬ 
perience in the mountains 
are provided to help prevent 
accidents. 

Siena Madre Search 
and Rescue Mountain 
Sofety Rules 

1. Do not enter the moun¬ 
tains without one or more 
companions, and do not 
separate. 

2. Groups of children 
should be supervised by at 
least one adult for every 
five childlren. 

3. Let someone know the 
trail you plan to use, destin¬ 
ation and time of return. 

4. Use only regular trails 
and avoid all shortcuts. 

5. Wear adequate footgear 
and clothing. 

6. Observe and obey all 
posted signs. 

7. Carry a first aid kit, 

drinking water, and a flash- , 
light with new batteries. 
Use water sparingly. I 

8. Remain alert for 
snakes, poor footing and | 
falling rocks. 

9. Do not climb rocks, | 
trees, or run on trails. 

10. Do not enter caves or 
mine shafts. 

11. Do not roll or throw 
rocks. 

12. Do not travel in the 
mountains after d'ark, and 
allow yourself plenty of 
time to get out of the moun¬ 
tains before dari^. 

13. If there are any ques¬ 
tions, feel free to contact 
the local Forest Rangers, 
local police, or County 
Sheriff’s Office before enter¬ 
ing the mountains. Do not 
gamble with your life.

14. If lost or injured, get 
to a high point or a clearing 
if possible and remain until 
help arrives. Under no cir¬ 
cumstances should you 
move around after dark. Do 
not light a fire. 

15. Any hiker entering 
mountain areas should 
check with the Forest Serv¬ 
ice. Trail conditions are sub¬ 
ject to change. 

If you follow these rules 
you will never need us — 
we hope you never do. 

The rain we had two 
weeks ago ended a 317 day 
dry spell, and prompted 
the U.S. Forest Service to 
lift the longest fire closure 
ever recorded in the Angeles 
National Forest. But the 
rains will only temporarily 
reduce the danger of forest 
fires, and with a few days 
of sunshine the fire danger 
will again be high.

New Civic Center 

A report was given the 
Council on the proposed 
pay-as-you-go new Civic 
Center for Sierra Madre. 
Since it was a budgeted 
item, the Capital Improve¬ 
ments committee recom¬ 
mended that the Architect 
firm of Ainsworth, Angel 
and McClellan be hired to 
lay out this project. 

The Council pas,sed this 
recommendation and gave 
the architects instructions to 
lay oiit a plan for buildings 
to include a new police sta¬ 
tion and' jail, a new fire sta¬ 
tion, general office space, 
council meeting room, civil 
defense headquarters, and 
shelter facilities, city equip¬ 
ment storage space and a 
public works office. Further 
the City Council accepted 
the recommendation and 
put into action a six point 
plan: 

(1) Authorize the hiring 
of Ainsworth, Angel and 
McClellan. 

(2) Go on record that the 
plan will be carried out on 
a pay-as-you-go basis. 

(3) Instruct the City Ad¬ 
ministrator to include as 
much funding as possible 
for the first unit in the 1963- 
64 budget. 

(4) Instruct the City Ad¬ 
ministrator to hold down on 
other capital improvements 
to as great an extent as pos¬ 
sible next year. 

(5) Instruct the Capital 
Improvements Committee to 
discuss with all of the 
groups that may make use 
of the facility including the 
Chamber of Commerce, 
Woman’s Club and various
